If; however, some 
older person would take the trouble to point 
out the wonderful provisions of nature that 
lie behind these common phenomena, the 
childish mind would in most cases find them 
quite as entrancing as the steam engine. As 
it is, most boys grow up with a fair un’er- 
standing of such recondite matters as the 
power which drives a railway train, but 
densely ignorant of the poo principles 
of agriculture and natural history. For 
some mysterious reason the interest of girls 
is directed away from mechanics with such 
care that they never learn which handrail

ES favorable conditions, develop very 
different characteristics from what they 
would under unfavorable conditions ; but a 
rson with good heredity and one with bad 
Saeeillty cian possibly develop equally 
under the same environment and conditions, 
The question of heredity also involves that 
of individual responsibility. Look over 
the inmates of any State prison and you 
will come to the conclusion that they are 
a race by themselves, Most of them 
have amall beads and deformed skalls, 
the side of the skull unequal, and but few 
of them are in‘sound physical health. The 
reat majority of convicts show in their 
aces evidences of degeneracy and a low 
type of character. In tact, the type is so 
distinctly marked that we have what is 
known as the “ criminal class.” We cannot 
determine how much human beings are re- 
sponsible for what they do, Ifa man steals, 
it may be because he has acquisitiveness 
largely developed, while his conscientions- 
ness is sniall ; tor a nan whose moral organs 
are small and who has large acquisitiveness 
is almost certain to be a thief. Is he, then, 
any mare responsible for not walking along 
in the straight line of honesty than another 
man who has inherited some deformity of 
his limbs is responsible for not walking as 
ymmetrically as a man with equal legs? 
We must admit that such persons are re- 
sponsible to a certain degree for their acta, 
but just the degree no one but God really 
knows. Our civil laws, however, make no 
difference in their judgment of such, and of 
those who, with good moral development, 
allow themselves to descend in the scale 
until they lose all sense of propriety, and 
the rights of property and become thieves. 
The subject of heredity and its prin- 
ciples and influences should be rightly 
understood by every parent. Children have

* After having sailed about for half an 
hour, and having been carried to immeasur- 
able heights, the machine began to descend 
slowly, and once more fell into the sea ; it 
was now about 4 o'clock in the morning: 
half of our bodies were in thé water, and we 
were often entirely covered by the wavea. 
The wind seized the partly emptied balloon, 
filled it like a sail, and for several hours 
dragged us at the will of the agitated wat- 
ers. At break of day we discovered our 
bearings, and found ourselves opposite Pes- 
aro, about four miles trom the coast. We 
were hoping to reach it when a land wind 
violently drove us back toward the open 
sea. It was now daylight, and we saw 
no hing about us bat water, sky, and inev- 
itable death. It is true that our good star 
sent quite a number of ships in our direc- 
tion, but as soon as they saw our floatin 
machine they were seized with terror po | 
sailed away as fast as possible.

He undertwo 
at first to mediate between the masters and 
the miners as if the question lay between 
capital and labor, and he conld arbitrate be- 
tweon the two parties asa Christian bishop, 
on the ground that he was the advocate of 
the interests of neither one. He failed in 
carrying this point because he seemed to be 
to each party the representative of the 
other, and the jealousy of each was aroused 
in turn and led to the refusal to assent to 
what he proposed ; but a few days ago he 
met in a conference at Auckland Castle the 
representatives of the two parties, and 
took a different course. He did not 
attempt to decide then on which side the 
truth lay, but he held up to view the wrong 
and injustice in turn which either part 
was rendering to the other, ard hel eac 
side to see the case to some extent as the 
other side saw it. He appealed as a Chrie- 
tian bishop to each 6f the disputants to 
concede something to the other. He ceas- 
ed to be the arbitrator and became the sym- 
pathetic mediator or peacemaker. He took 
the highest ground that could be taken. He 
turned the dispute from the question of 
rights and grievances to a consideration of 
the common interests of both, which were 
suffering because they were holding them. 
selves apart from one another. He had the 
materials at hand for showing to the mas- 
ters what frightful suffering and privation 
existed among the men. He had also the 
opportunity to show to the miners that 
without their prudence and self-restrain} 
their employers could make no headway. 
The effect of this kindly counsel upon 
rties who had been notoriously stub- 
rn in their relations to one an- 
other was like spreading oil upon 
the seainatime of storm. The time was 
ripe for these kindlier counseis, and in the 
short space of one afternoon, and without 
any delay, beth sides laid down their arms 
and came together upon the basis of a com- 
mon humanity. There was no surrender of 
principles on either side, but the result, 
under the bishop's advice, was to join the 
men with the masters in the creation of a 
wages board which will in future be the 
common mediator between both parties in 
the settlement of all similar disputes. This 
‘is one of the moat notable instances—even 
more notable than Cardinal Manning's con- 
nection with the dockers’ strike—of the way 
in which the moral appeal can be used where 
a settlement upon industrial and economical 
rinciples seems to be impossible. Bishop 
Weetaot has done something more than 
settle the strike of the Durham miners. He 
has shown how in cases of great difficulty a 
man in high positicn may bring men to terms 
on the ground of their common humanity, 
when all other efforts fail.

Some idea of the extent of the drink habit 
may be gained from statements made at the 
latest annual meeting of the British Society 
for the Study of Inebriety. New York City 
receives for licenses $1,469,130 yearly, 
France manufactures one and a half bil- 
lion dollars’ worth of wines and brandies 

annum. Russia has an income of near- 
yaquarter ofa billion rubles per annum 
from aleohol. In one year the police of St. 
Petersburg arrested 47,000 persons for 
drunkenness. The consumption of ardent 
spirits in Russia averages nine gallons 
per year per capita. In the western prov- 
inces of Russia an average of ten bars is 
found for every four villages. Not long agoa 
St. Petersburg physician had occasion to visit 
severa! large villages in the famine-stricken 
districta of Samara, and found that in some 
of them (where for three years no public 
house had been) during the last few months 
two and even three gin shops had been 
opened in each village. This was owing to 
the fact that the authorities found it impos- 
sible to put a stop to the secret and illegal 
wale of vodka except by granting licenses 
to some of the villagers. So it seems that 
the desperation of famine has caused a large 
increase in the consumption of spirits in 
some of the must afflicted portions of that 
unhappy country.

OMice-Holders Wader the United States 


Goverp ment, 


The absorption of duties by the United 
States has burdened the country with the 
army of office-holders that still gives an un- 
due influence to the party of the admunistra- 
tion, and that compelled the adoption of the 
reformed civil service asa measure defensive 
of the right of the people to choose their 
own legislative and executive officers, un- 
influenced by the government, In Wash- 
ington’s time the office-holders of the Fed- 
eral government numbered 6,000, while 
now the government employs an army of 
more than 100,000. This enormous force 
of office-holders includes constitutional and 
statutory officers; engineezs; lawyers; 
physicians ; statisticians ; geologists; me- 
teorologists ; hydrographers ; metallurgists; 
astronomers; makers of charts and ; 
school-teachers ; railroad experts; skilled 
detectives ; agriculturists ; entomologists ; 
botanists ; chemists; miscroscopists ; gar: 
deners ; tradesmen ; merchants ; experts in 
textiles, china, gies, and the thousand 
articles imported from foreign countries and 
subject toa tariff tax; clerks of various 
grades and degrees of skill, from accoun- 
tants to copyists; expert machinists and 
mechanics; messengers; and » host of 
laborers, 

It is not pretended that the employment 
of all of these persons, adepts, or otherwise 
is necessarily incongruous, There are 
functions properly within the jurisdiction of 
the Federal government that demand the 
labors of men of science, and men who are 
skilled in the secrets of commerce and mana- 
factures. Butif the government had been 
confined to ite original purpose, if it bad 
not gone afield in strange pursuits, seekin 
vainly after what can be best attain 
through the intelligent efforts of colleges, 
universities, and scientific associations, the

SHIPS THAT ARE Leet, 


Sans Berera om the Floor of he fen, 


Tt has, to many persons, been air inten 
pene an oan ae to the aspect of the 
countiess wrecks which have been ewallow- 
el up by the North Atlantic since the charn 
of waters haa been ploughed by the keels 
of ships, Their number is probably to be 
reckoned by = ss thoussnds, and = 
greater part of them lie in a comparative 
small part of that field. Ii we ab t this 
portion of the Atlantic which is most 

led with wrecks as having an area of 3. 
,000 equure miles, and estimate the 
total number of such ruins within this space 
an 30,000, we would have an ay of one 
sunken snip for each hundred square miles 
of surface. If all these craf.e were at once 
sailing over the surface of the sca we should, 
from the deck of any one of them, be likely 
to note the masts of several others. Bat as 
they lie on the floor of the ocean the great. 
or part of them are probably reduced to low 
mounds of rubbieb, so that if the ocean floor 
were converted into dry ground, and we 
crossei it in a railway, seeing the fields as 
we do the prairies, it would require an at- 
tentive eye to discern the existence of many 
of these remains, 

It is a singular, and perhaps somewhat 
humiliating fact, that the most con 
and indelible record which man is making 
in tho strata now forming on the sea-floor 
is written in the bite of coal and ash which 
are cast from our steamships aa they pursue 
their way over the ocean. The uantity 
of this “debris” is very t, walt unlike 
the wrecks, it is very even y scattered along 
the paths followed by our steam marine. 
It is likely that already, in the track of 
our transatlantic commerce,not a square rod 
would fail to give a trace of this waste from 
our re ines. As this material 
is notattacked by the marine animale, and 
is very little affected by the other agents of 
decay, it will doubtless be very perfectly 
preserved in the stfata which are to ber 
the records of our time. In the eventful 
formation of a deposit containing a notable 
quantity of cinders, it may be that our 
successors in the far hereafter will interpret 
our, perhaps otherwise, unrecorded ways of 
voyage.—{ Prof. N. S. Shaler, in the July

Women in Colleges, 


So frequent have become the truimphs of 
young women in the colleges aud universi- 
ties of the time that they no longer occasion 
much surprise. The antiquated idea that 
women were mentally inferior to men has 
now come to be considered by everyone fa- 
miliar with the achievements of the sex dur- 
ing the past few years as one of the moat 
absurd and most unjust errors bequeathed 
to the present generation by the Dark 
Tn all these years during which women have 
worked for a fuller recognition of their 
equality, which, happily, they have now 
nearly gained, and chafed under the bonda 
prejudice wove about them, they have 
never been given a reasonably good oppor- 
tunity but that they have speedily shown 
their meatal capacity and power. Tho re. 
cords of every co-educational institution in 
America can be safely appealed to by be- 
lievers in the equality of the sexes, and they 
will come nearer proving the superiority of 
the young women than their inferiority. In 
proportion to their numbers, in every such 
association, the young women have invart- 
ably carried off much more than their share 
of the honors, The records of home inicitu- 
tions find « parallel in those of forei 
universities. The Sargent prize of $100 
for the best metrical translation of an ode 
of Horace, which is open to both the stu- 
dents of Harvard College and the young 
women of the Harvard Annex, has been 
won again this year by @ young lady, Mise 
Margaret Foster Herrick, as it was last year 
also. In this competition the fifty or one - 
handred young women of the annex were 
pitted against the 1,500 young men of the 
university, and for them to have won twice 
in succession isa notable honor. The same 
fine showing has been made in the English 
universities whenever the young women 
have been given a chance to prove their 
powers. The case stands established. The 
ability, earnestness, capacity, and endur- 
ance of the young woman of the day are 
beyond dispute. She has come to the col- 
legeand university conquering and to con- 
quer. Only one realm is left to the young . 
gentlemen where their prowess is as yet 
undisputed. In athletics they are still with. 
out any female rivalry. As that has come 
to be such a great part of collegiate educa- 
tion there is a large-sized grain of consola- 
tion, such as it is, in this fact. But we 
give the young men fair warnin The 
young ladies have begun to ride bicycles 
and there is no telling where they may de- 
termine to show their prowess next, Never- 
theless every man takes off his hat a little 
more reverently and bows a trifle lower to 
the young lady of to-day than ever before,

A 
glance at the annual report of the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries just issued is very in- 
structive. The revenue derived from the 
several Provinces—especially in Ontario and 
British Columbia—is steadily increasing. 
The deep sea fisheries of the latter Province 
are probably the richest and most variei in 
the world, but they have until recently been 
very little developed. The report states 
that the seas, gulfe, bays, inlets, rivera and 
lakes swarm with prodigious numbers of 


fine good fishes, Here the salmon-canning | Th 


industry has taken immense strides. The 
advantages of this Province, with a coast 
line of 7,000 iniles of sea-washed shore, are 
ny rte good for this enterprise, and 
the fishing industry will ere long be a lead- 
ing element in the commerce of British 
Columbia. The question of the practicabil- 
ity of improving the quality of cured herring 

laced upon the markets by both the 

‘ewfoundland and Canadian curers and 
dealers is discussed, and the opinion is 
expressed that care and attention will en- 
able them to compete with the best article, 
One section of the report deals with the 
diminution of marketable fishes in those 
waters which border on the United States 
and Canada. This demands early attention, 
for whilst within Canadian jurisdiction cer- 
tain established rules control the dates and 
methods of fishing there are practically no 
restrictions in the adjoining limits ; conse- 
— much of the good which Canadian 

shery laws are designed to accomplish is 
frustrated. Gratifying is the statement 
that Her Majesty's Government and that 
of the United States have reached an agree- 
ment respecting the Behring Sea, which is 
expected to lead toa satisfactory settlement 
of this long-standing and important ques- 
tion. A consideration of the elaborate re- 
ports submitted to the Mivister of Fisheries 
affords ample justification for the prediction 
of @ large increase in the total yield and 
value of the fishing industry of Canada, It 
is thus with laudable pride we point to our 
fisheries, as well as our minerals, each of 
which is of unestimated value. Under the 
fostering care of the Government and the 
application of capital these endowments of 
nature are being turned to good account. 
But present success is but an augury of the 
endowment of riches this goodly land pos- 
seazes, 

The statement of imports and exporta 
from the Dominion for the month of May 
and for t’e 11 months of the fiscal year 
shows that the latter more than maintain 
the enormous increase which has occurred 
this year and the former are atill in advance 
of the same period last year. For the month 
of May the exports were valued at $7,170,- 
618 and for the 11 months $96,605,411, 
which shows the great increase of $12,033, -

Blacktailed deer were 
very plentiful in the fall, but the early 
snow has enabled hunters to track them, 
and a great many have been killed in conse- 
quence. One police scout killed seven in 
one day. Bearsare plentiful in some dis- 
tricts, and Iam very sorry to report that 
there is a very large increase in the number 
of timber wolver in the West. Muakrats | 
are increasing rapidly,.and with another 
wet simmer and the filling up of the num- 
erous lakes dry for some years they will be 
as plentiful as ever. This will be an im- 
mense boon not only to the Indians and 
half-breeds, but to many of the settlers, 
The former eat the rats aa woll as sell the 
fur, and in a good season there is conse- 
uently plenty of food.” Of the Indians 
the Commissioner has the following to Bay : 
—“The Indians all over the Territories 
have behaved remarkably well, and the 
fine crops raised on many of the re- 
serves outside the south-western dis- 
trict have more than ever brought home 
to them the advantages of attending to 
farming. I still consider that the Indians 
should not be allowed to carry arms off their 
reserves in the western country, as there is 
no game to shoot, and cattle are sure to 
suffer, These Indians, viz., the Bloods, 
Black feet,and Piegans, receive beef and flour 
daily for every soul present on the reserve. 
This privilege is not a treaty obligation, 
however, and they should, I think, in consid- 
eration of this handsome allowance, be 
kept on their reserves except under very: 
stringent conditions. A desire to cut hay 
for sale is spreading even among the Indians 
in the south-western portion of the Terri- 
tory, and as they were successful this sea- 
son in their haymaking. Ihave no doubt 
this practice will obtain next year to a still 
greater extent. The best hay this year that 
we received was put up by the Indians, but 
their delivery gives us more trouble here 
than that of white settlers, asthe former 
are generally wretched hands to unload. 
The usual assistance has been given the 
Indian Department, treaty money having 
been conveyed and payments attended when 
required.”

The farmers of Manitoba do not seem to 
be afraid of finding a market for their bar- 
ley, for this year they have got 7,816 acres 
more under cultivation, and their confi- 
dence appeara likely to be rewarded by a 
good crop anyhow. The acreage of rye un- 
der cultivation shows an increase of 315 
acres. The way in which last year's crop 
was snapped up has probably induced this. 
e acreage has increased from 555 in 
1891 to 2,188 in 1892. But the most marked 
increase is in corn acreage, the figures being 
133 and 1,963 acres respectively. There is a 
market for this cereal in this country, most 
of our supplies being drawn from the United 
States, and the farmers of Manitoba are 
evidently determined to take all the advan- 
tage they can of it, Thearea under roots is 
nearly double that of last year, although 
less potatoes were planted. Binding twine 
factories are likely tobe established in 
Manitoba soon, and m anticipation of this 
1,718 acres of flax has been put under culti- 
vation, A marked increase in fallowing is 
noted, the quantity being over 45,000 acres 
in excess of last year. The quantity of fall- 
plowed shows a falling off from the pre- 
vious year of 183,421 acres, The cause is the. 
same which induced a decrease in the wheat

The famous Dutchman, Mynheer Van 
Klaes, who died about twenty years . 
wag known as the king of smokers, Neither 
previously nor since a there ever lived a 
greater devotee to the fragrant weed ; and 
even in Holland, where excessive smoking 
peerele, that perpetually smoking linen 

erchant, Van Klses was known as ‘“ king 
of the smokers.” One of the apartments in 
his house was set apart and dedicatel to 
what might be called a nicotian museum. 
Tobacco of every kind was ranged there in 
leaf, cake, twist, and cat ; cigars and cigar- 
ettes of every brand were scientifically dis- 
played, and there was a large collection of 
pipes. From the clumsy bowl and thick 
stem of Sir Walter Raleigh’s shert clay, 
down through all known varieties of fashion 
and manufacture—wooden, porcelain, and 
metallic—to the modern meerschaum and 
briar-root, Van Kiaes had made his museum 
complete. A short time before bis death 
Mynheer summored a lawyer and took steps 
o eles for his burial as became his life 
and character. His coffin, of whatever wood 
composed, was to be lined with the tops, 
bottoms, and sides of the old Havannah 
cigar-boxes, from which he had puftea so 
many ‘* puros.” He particularly directed 
that a packet of French Caporal and a 
bladder of the finest dry-cut Datch golden 
leaf should be placed at his feet, while his 
favorite old pipe with the china bow! was 
to be laid by his side. He further directed | 
that a box of matches and slso‘a flint and; 
steel with tender should be placed inside 
the coffit, Finally he directed that the 
amokers of his neighborhood should be 
invited to his funeral, and each there pre- 
sented with ten pounds of good tobacco, 
and two pipes painted or stamped with his 
name, arms, and the date of his death. It 
has been calculated that Van Klaes, during 
his eighty years of life, smoked more than 
four tons of tobacco, and drank about five 
hundred thousand quarts of beer. —-

rw and other enemies. Notwith- 
pr. ite great size and seeming un- 
wieldiness, the manatee is by far the speed- 
jest of all the large sea animals, and this ap- 
pears all the more remarkable from its ap- 
parent lack of propelling power. The ia- 
significant flat tailis emall, though thick, 
seemingly insufficient for the amount of 
weight which it must force through the 
water; and it seems scarcely possible for

They All Sinkto the Bottom ef the Oecan. 


There is a rather common, but erroneous 
notion, to the effect that a human body, or | 
even a ship, will not sink to the bottom 
of the sealouniiae abysscs of the oceans, 
but will, on account of the density of the 
waters at a great depth, remain suspended 
at some distance above the surface of the 
earth. This is an error, No other fate 
awaits the drowned sailor or his ship than 
that which comes to the marine crea. 
tures who die on the bottom of the sea ; in 
time their dust all passes into the great 
storehouse of the earth even as those who 
receive burial on the land. However deep 
the sea, it is but a few hours before the 

y of » man who finds his grave in the 
ocean is at rest upon the bottom ; it there 
receives the same swift service from the 
agents which, in the order of nature, are 
appointed to care for the dead, as comes to | 

ose who are reverently inhumed in bless. 
ed ground. All save the hardest parts 
of the skeleton are quickly taken again into 
the realm of the living, and even those 
more resisting portions of the body, in time 
are, in large part, appropria by the 
creatures of the sea-floor, so that before the 
duat returns in the accumulating water to 
the firm set earth it may pass through an 
extended cycle of living forms. 

The fate of animal bodies on the eoa-floor 
is well illustrated by the fact that beneath 
the waters of the Gulf Stream, where it 
passes by southern Florida, there are in 

@ places, quantities of bones, apparent- 
ly those of the manatee, or #ea-cows, a large 
herbivorous mammal, which like the sea ; 
has become adapted to aquatic life; these | 
creatures plentifully inhabit the tropical 
rivers which flow into the Caribbean Sea, 
and are, though rarely,found in the stroams 
of southern Florida. At their death they 
drift out into the open water and are swept 
away to the north ward by the ocean. current. 
For some weeks, perhaps, the carcasses are 
buoyed up by the gases of decomposition which 
are relekned by their thick, oily skins ; as 
these decay and break the bodies fall to the 
bottom. tetbene’s for July. 


British Trade. 


*“Where is our Trade going to?” is the 
question editorially propounded by the 
Mercantile Guardian, published in London, 
Eogland. It says: ‘The year 1892 has se 
far been a disastrous one in export circles, 
Each of the four months that have 
been completed have shown a considerable 
decrease in the volume of trade. The im. 
ports on\the other hand show an increase in 
each month except April, when the decreage 
~was four millions odd, the net increase 
being also nearly that sum. Whether this 
increase in the imports is a sign of health or 
not we leave political economists to decide ; 
it is our duty to examine here the items of 
ecports, although it may be of interest to 

lance at the totals of the import trade of 
the four months just. passed, Living ani- 
mals (for food), articles of food and rink, 
chemicals, oils, raw materials for sundry in- 
dustries, and manufactured articles, all help 
to make up the increase that we have men- 
tioned, while a fall is noticeable in tobacco, 
metals, and raw materials for textile manu- 
factures, the last item alone representing 
over three-quarters of a million, and for 
April alone a million and a halt ster- 
ling, Nearly everything decreased in 
April, a fact which seems to show that 
our purchasing power is less... . In 
the first four months of 1890 the value of 
the trade was £83,082,369, in 1891 we drop- 
ped by £194,989, to £82,887,380, ‘and this 
year we have had a further fall to £76,008, - 
715, which is £7,075,654 less than in 1890, 
and £6,880,665 less than in 1891. We fear 
that we have not the consolation of hoping 
that the later months of 1892 will be suffi- 
ciently prosperous to blot out this adverse 
balance and place it on the right side. It 
is of course possible that trade i revive, 
but we cannot see the boom yet. Whether 
the reduction means a loss in the world’s 
purchasing power or a loss only to ourselves 
we have still to find out, but In any case, 
and the latter especially, it behoves our 
merchants to push, and our manufacturers 
to advertise, as there is nodoubt that a 
happy combination of these two most ex-

The Smallest British Quadraped.

Two of them, if put into a scale, only weigh 
down a half-penny, so that the~weight of one 
is not more than a sixth of an ounce avoir- 
dupois, A full-grown ordinary domestic 
mouse weighs as much as six harvest mice, 
The harvest mouse breeds eight at a litter 
in a little round nest composed of blades of 

or wheat. It ita nest for breed- 
ing amidst the straws of the standing corn 
above the ground, and sometimes in thistles; 
while in winter it burrows deep in the 
earth, and makesa warm bed of 
The food of this diminutive quadrupel con. 
sists of cornand grass » insects and 
worms. The colour of its fur is a delicate 
brown, the base of each hair taking the 
darker tints and the point warming into 
red, while the underparts of the animal are 
white. The line of damarcation between 
the brown and white is well defined. 
This description may assistita identifica- 
tion byany one wholights upon thisbeautiful 
little creatare. The smallest quadruped in 
the world is the pygmy mouse of Si ria, 
which is even smaller than the harvest | 
mouse.

They came upon him suddenly while he was 
sunning himself upon a rock near « cave, 
The little creatare, with face cov- 
ered with matted hair, na‘arally amazed 
them. A closer survey showed him to be a 
child: sbout five years old. Instantly he 
had taken fright, scampering off on all fours. 
after ths flying wolf. th sought shelter 
in the cave. Being afraid to penetrate into 
what they knew to be the lair ot « wild 
beast the men decided to report the occur- 
fence to the magistrate of the district, who 
immediately gave directions that « fire be 
built at the mouth of the cave and the in- 
mates smoked out.

The instance is very typical, and it shows 
that it ia the influence of the aristocracy 
that is soph: grog: in such cases. Snobbery 
has been said to be a British invention. It 
does not prevail either where there is no 
aristocracy, or where, as in Austria, aristo- 
eratic society is.accessible only by being 
born into it. To associate with the aris- 
tocracy is the ambition of the snobbish 
Briton, and to attain it we see that he is 
willing to surrender his moral code, which 
is stricter than that of the object of his wor- 
ship. It is very true, as Mr. Mallock says, 
that the ‘smart set” is by no means the 
only set that is given over to Inxary. He 
estimates the number of people who can by 
any stretch of comprehension be said to be 
included in London society at not more 
than five thousand; and he points out that 
that is not great enough to absorb the pro- 
vision that is made for English people of 
leisure and luxury. It is the newly-enriched 
middle class that sustains the sumptuous 
hotels of London and the trains de luxe to 
the Riviera. But this fact does not limit; 
on the contrary, it increases, the corruptin 
influence of the aristocracy. These ric 
people who lead lives of leisure and luxury 
are anxious to get into society, and to attain 
that a! they are ready toconform tothe 
standards of society, which are set by the 
aris The *‘amart set” thus works 
mischief far beyond its own borders. As 
Mr. Mallock says, “smartness” is not a 
matter of birth but of personal tempera-

ment, and, as he strongly puts it, “ Two 
sisters are grinding ata mill. One is taken 
by the smart set and the other left.” It is 
quite certain that the one who is left does 
not like it, and that there is a temptation 
towhich very many succumb to join the 
*‘emart set’ at the sacrifice of principle. 
The aristocracy, or rather the existence of 
an aristocracy, with universally conceded 
social claims, is responsible for this, and

fore, lighter than the air above. It is a 
thin stratum and strives to rise at one point. 
The air rushes in from around, and, as it 
must generally rush in equally from the 
sides, because they are different'y heated 
or there is an obstacle or the surface of the 
grovnd is unequal, a whirl is set up, ani 
the whirl thus formed is likely to continue 
until worn out by friction. These occur 
only when the air is still, because when 
there is wind the air is mixed constantly 
and the hot stratum cannot form. 

Sand and desert whirls are like the preced- 
ing, only larger, because formed on a larger 
field and under mere favorable circum- 
stances, They occur in arid regions in hot 
weather, They may be anywhere from a 
rod to several rods in diameter and from 
twenty toa thousand feet high. They are 
sometires compound, a score or more of 
small whirls forming a whirling circle around 
acommon centre. They are very common 
in India. They sometimes carry up #0 much 
sand in the Sahara and Arabia that those on 
whom the sand falls are overwhelmed. They 
decur also in the arid regions of the United 
States. In the Magdalena Valley, across 
the montains westward from Socorro in New 
Mexico, during a hot day in summer, they 
form at the head of the valley, in a long, 
slender, vertical column, — 600 feet 
high, and then travel down the valle 
toward the village of Magdalena, over which 
they burst sometimes, bringing little puffs 
of contrary winds and a shower of fine dust. 

In some places a group of stationery 
whirls of the same general character as the 
preceding are tied down toone point. Such 
are the whirls which form sometimes over 
volcanoes, rendered visible by smoke and 
ash, and the whirlwinds that form sometimes 
vver conflagrations, Tbe latter can be seen 
when a large and compact fire is made in a 
apace which is fairly free from obstructions 

The whirls mentioned have depended on 
heat alone. They are, in a way, pure heat 
engines, and have no perpetuating power 
after the heat is withdrawn. They are, 
therefore, limited to the hot part of the 
day, or, in the case of volcanoes and fires, 
to the time the heat lasts. With the other 
membera of the family another clement is 
introduced,the vapor ot water,and they are 
not heat engines but steam engines, 

The vapor of water makes the storm self- 
perpetuating and works in this way: It 
takes heat to make vapor, and when the 
vapor is condensed the heat 1s given back. 
Cold condenses the vapor, and the con- 
densation of the vapor warms the air. Now, 
the air contains always more or leas invisible 
vapor or water of moisture, and it is the 
most abundant near the ground. Suppose 
a mass of air rises; it cools by expansion 
asitascends, The cooling condenses some 
of the vapor ; the air is made warmer than 
ita surroundings, and it rises again. More 
moisture is condensed ; more heat given up; 
the air warmed again it again rises and so 
on until this source of heat is used up.

Selsure of Canadian Scalers, . 


A despatch reo ived from Victoria, B. 
C., says: ** The British steamer Con- 
quillam, of Vancouver, was seized at Port 
Biches, Prince Williams Sound, on Jane 
22, on a charge of violation of ‘he United 
States revenue law, and for the same reason 
24 schooners from this port have been order- 
ed home. The circumstances are briefl 
these: Six weeks ago the British Colam 
Sealers’ Association chartered the Con- 
quillam, which is owned by the Union 
Steamship Company, of Vancouver, B. C., 
to bring supplies north to the fleet and teke 
from them the skins taken #o far, . At the 
same time the British cruiser Nymph left for 
Ounalaska, having on board James M, Mac- 
con, who represents the British Behring sea 
commissioners. The commander of the Nymph 
had information that the soalers w: 
meet at Port Etches to get their supplies, 
‘and was instructed by Admiral Hotham to 
go there and warn them not to enter Beh- 
ring sea, in accordance with tne termis of 
the modus vivendi. From what can be 
learned now the Conquillam went direct to 
Port Etches, arriving there Jane 10, while 
the Nymph went first to Ounalaska, and on 
the way up lost two days by calling at Rose 
Harbor, where the Dominion Government 
steamer Quadra was Wrecked. When the 
Conquillam arrived at Port Etchea there 
were only some 20 schooners there, but 
four more came in afterwards. They receiv- 
ed their supplies from the Cong and 
some of them had transferred their sealekin 
catch, amounting in all to 6,000 skins and 
valued at $70,000, when the United States 
revenue cutter Corwin ran into Port Etches 
and gathered them all in. The Conquillam 
was sent in charge of a prize crew to 
Sitka, bat owing to the large number 
of sealing schooners they were merely 
served with papers and ordered home, 
The charge against the Conquillam is: 
** Having blank manifests o @ neither 
cargo nor passenger, and towing vessels out 
of ports of Alaska, and delivering stores and 
receiving sealskins from the British sealin 
fleet within the jurisdiction of the United 
Statea without entry or permit.” Capt. 
Carroll, of the Queen, says the information 
on which the seizures were made was obtain-

SELES SEEPS 
Ontario Minerals, 

A pamphlet recently published con- 
tantains the of two mining 
engineers who have been testing the 
quality and extent of the Bessemer iron 
ores which are found in the township of 
Snowdon, Haliburton county, and 
believed to exist ix several other town- 
ship to the north of this district, From 
these reports and other sources of infor- 
mation it is believed by those who have 
ivy attention to the subject that in at 

east two places, both within about one 
hundred miles of Toronto, there are 
found excellent iron ores, capable of 
the finest steel and existing apparently 
in large quantities. In connection with 
this report we also find a petition sign- 
ed by some sixty of Toronto’s best 
known business men and capitalists ad- 
dressed to the Ontario Government 
asking substantial encouragement for the 
establishment of blast furnaces in 
* Toronto for the manfacture of pig iron 
tom these ores. The petitioners of 
course point out the great benefit that 
result to the whole country from the es- 
tablishment and operation .of such a. 
farnace in the Province, but claim that 
in view of the considerable degree of 
uncertainty attending such an enterprise 
= are unwilling to assume the 
whole risk of its erection. The 
accordingly ask for an appropriation fo 
the purpose of testing under proper 
‘conditions the extent and value of some 
of the most accessible iron deposits in 
Ontario, and that, further, bonus of 
two dollars per ton on the output of a 
furnace of a capacily of not less than one 
hundred tons per day be bey for ten 
years time such furnace shall continue 
to produce pig trop. This is undoubt- 

y a good bonus and more than the 
government will likely feel disposed to 
give, though being largely experimental, 
reasonable assistance for say about five 
years should be accorded them. 

We see that through the efforts of 
‘Major Sam Hugties, of the Lindsay 
Warder, the Dominion Government is 
Miso beginning to take an interest in our 
i, ge and will send in a few 
days two scientific engineers to explore 
the nothern district and make a report 
thereon.

lyitig between the Slocan and Kootenay 
lakes. Every day prospectors are turning 
to Kasle and Eldorado, and recording 
| claims fully equal in value to those located 
last autumn. The principal discoveries, so 
far, are close to Slocan lake and along the 
| creeks flowing into the Kasloriver. The 
whole country tributary to’ the 
river seems ty be a vast deposit of minerals 
—lead, silver, copper, manganese and anti- 
mony. The country is being rapidly opened 
| by trails from Kaslo City and Eldorado, 
The former have been constracted by pri- 
vate enterprise, and are the great highway 
| of traffic to and from the mines at the pres- 
i time. he trail to Eldorado has been 
| constructed by the Government to a point 
on Carpentey creek about three-quarters of 
a mile from the Noble Five group. The 
fend of the trail is.upwards of 2,100 feet 
, below the central stake of this mine, which 
cannot possibly be reached for traffic pur 
poses by means of this trail It has there. 


fore been decided to extend the trail fim - 


the tords of Carpenter and Seaton creeks to 
the Fish and Bear lakes, and there join 
the trail from Kaslo, which opens up the 
| Way to nearly all the claims on the divide 
| between the lakes, and over which all the 
| ores for the present are likely to pass down 
| to Kaslo City. 
| ‘Nearly all the claims so far located are 
on levels above the timber limit and directly 
upon the surface, the veins or lerds run- 
ning from one to thirteen feet in width, 
and, so faras developed, show an even 
| width as they go down. 
| “Mining capitalists are flocking into the 
country, and many claims have been sold at 
prices running from $20,000 to $50,000, The 
| purchasers express themselves as amaze: at 
the quantity and quality of the ores se far 
j}taken out. It is universally agreed among 
| mining experta and capitaliste that the dis. 
| trictis the richest in silver ores ever dia- 
covered in America. *- Five samp!'ea from the 
Fred Lee, about ten miles from Kaslo in a 
direct line, showed an average of 343 oz. 
silver to the ton, and about 60 per cent. 
lead. A choice sample taken from this 
mine yielded 6,340 oz. of silver and 50 per 
cent. lead, This claim was purchased by 
James Wardner, of Anaconda, Mont., for 
the sum of $30,000, The ore will be at 
once taken no Kaslo,/and as soon as a car 
load accumulates will be ehippad to the 
Montana smelters. 


“It is admitted on all sides, however, 

| that the Bonanza King locate‘ last fall, is 

the richest bed of silver ore ever uncovered. 

Blocks of ore weighing upwards of a ton, 

i have been hitied out, and the assay of 

prces ney shows the mine to be one of the 
richest in the world. 

“The yreac question of the day,” con- 
tinued Mr. Belyea, “is transportation for 
the ores. The natural and most accessible 
route for all the mines on the divide and in 
the valley of the Kaslo river and its tribu- 
taries, is by way of Kaslo City and Kootenay 
Lake. One or two transhipments will 
then place the ore on any of the transcon. 
tinental railways south of the boundary line 
or by way of Nelson north to the Canadian 
Pacific. A railroad from Kaslo City, to 
Fish and Bear: lakes, of 21 miles length, 
would greatly facilitate and cheapen the 

development of the mines and the transpor- 
tation of the ore. 
*“Kaslo city itself is growing rapidly. It 
is the main base of supplies for the whole 
mining district and has already absorbed 
much of the trade of Ainsworth and Nelson 
with that section. Rapid progress is being 
made with the Hendryx smelter at Pilot 
) Bay. The foundation is about completed 

and already 10 or 15 car loads of machinery 
| are on the wharf ready to be placed in 
position as soon as necessary. The machinery 
was manufactured by the Chicago Iron works 
and was landed at Pilot Bay in from 6 to 8 
days from Chicago via the Great Northern 
,and Bonners’ Ferry, The completion of 
this work will be an invaluable factor in the 
development of the Kootenay Lake mining 
district. 

** Little is so far known of the actual 
state of the negotiations for the purchase of 
the Silver King at Toad Mountain; but it is 
| generally believed the deal will be made. ” 
| Mr. Belyea concluded: ‘* You may say 
| that wherever [ have been, in Spokane, 
| Portland, Tacoma and Seattle, the mining 

men I have met, both the practical workers 
and the capitalists, predict a great future 
for the Slocan district. They believe that 
in richness it has never been surpassed and 
seldom equalled, and that railway commun- 
ication and transportation for mining sup- 
plies and the ores, is all that is needed to 
commence an eraof great mining develop- 
ment in British Columbia, They also 
believe the ores can be emelted on the 
Kootenay Lake as effectively and cheaply 
as at any other point in America.”

In a Dense Fog, 


Ber First Mate Killed, « aman Drew nea, 
and the Captata Injured Twenty Men, . 
Mreggliog im the Wares, Are Qaved by 
Beats from the Sitamship Trave. 


The North German Lloyd steamship Trave, 
hich left New York on Jane 21, has arriv- 
ei at Southampton. The Trave had on 
board 247 cabin passengers and several hun- 
dred in the steerage, and also Capt E. F, 
Hurlbert and-twenty men, the shipwrecked 
crew® of the Nova Scotia fall-rigged ship, 
Fred. B. Taylor, wrecked in a collision with 


Radke the Trave on the morning of Jane 22, Capt. 


Horlbert’s tirst inquiry when the Trave came 
inte port was about hie wife, in Brooklyn, 
and when he heard that she had become a 
mother, and that she and the baby were 
well, he seemed to forget his troubles, and 
exclaimed joyfully, “Thank God!" 

_ The Fred B. Taylor was bound for New 
York from Havre, France, and started on 
May 12. She was built in 1883 at Tusket, 
N. 3., and her owners were William Law & 
Co. uf Yarmouth, N.8., ot whigh place Capt, 
Hur'bert isa native. The Fred. B. Taylor 
had been chartered for a voyage to Buenos 
Ayres, South America, from New York. 
a Hurlbert's wife had accompanied him 

favre, but went back b steamship to 
New York. The Fred. b. Taylor left 
Havre in ballast, and the vo page was with. 
¢ morning of 
the 22d, when the Captain and crew were 
looking forward to an early arrival in . 
Tae Fred. B. Taylor was about 260 miles 
east of New York. A dense fog prevailed, 
and it was impossible for the lookout to see 
even afoot beyend the bows. Suddenly 
was heard the throb of the engines of a 
greatsteamer, Almost at the same instant 
the big vessel loomed up in the fog, and just 
as the lockout shouted warning the steamer 
crashed into the ship, 

Capt. Hurlbert at the time was on the 
bridge. This is always his custom in fog or 
when near land at night. The ship was cat 
very nearly in half. The water rushed in 
like a torrent, and the broken halves of the 
vessel sank out ofsight. Those of the crew 
who had escaped immediate death or injury 
were struggling in the water. The chief 
was crushed to death in his cabin. Capt- 
Harlbert had his legs badly hart in the 
collision, but he forgot his own injuries in 
his anxiety to save his men, Who were 
now «trugging for their lives in the water, 
some holding to pieces of wreckage, and 
others making an effort to keep themselves 
up by swimming until rescue should come. 

The Nova Scotians are, as a rule, good 
swimmers as well as good sailors, and this 
accounts for so many having been saved. 
A Russian, who was among the crew, did net 
know how to swim, and seemed from the 
first to loose his head. He tried to grabat 
others who had all they could do to keep 
above the waves, which were running quite 


high. 

Caps. Reimkasten and the other officers of 
the Trave acted with admirable promptitude. 
The collision came to them as unexpected! 
astothe ship. They were making pa, 
headway through the fog, and taking the 
usual precautions, when the steamer crash- 
ed into the ship at the same instant that 
the ship’s outhne became visible. The 
Trave was brought as soon as possible to a 
full stop, and even while she was being 
stopped officers and crew were busy prepar- 
ing the boats, which were lowered wikia © 
few minutes after the collision. The Ger- 
man seamen leaped into the boats, and with 
a few strokes they were among the struggl- 
ing crew of the wrecked ship, pulling them 
in aa fast as they could be reached. 
Hurlbert would not permit himself to 
rescued until he had seen the reat of his 
me safely in the bovts. His legs had 
been crushed, but he kept encouraging the 
others, and assisting them as far as he 
could. The ste aa, the only woman on 
board, was rescued without injury, bat not 
until she was almost exhausted and sbout 
to sink. Several ot the crew who were able 
to swim took turns in helping to keep. her 
above the water. All wore taken aboard 
the Trave in safety except the dead mate 
and the drowned Russian seaman, who had 
also acted as a carpenter. The utmost 
care was given to Capt. Harlbert and his 
men, the surgeon of the steamer dressing 
the Captain’s injuries, and soon putting him 
ina comfortable condition, © crew of" 
the ship of course saved nothing, and the 
crew of the Trave generously provided 
them with necessities in the way of cloth- 
ing and other articles. Capt. Hurlbert 
was for some time weak and suffering much 
pain, buthe is greatly improved now, and 
insisted this morning on word being sent.to 
America that he was all right. The passen- 
gers on the Trave held a meeting, presided 
over by Col. Martin, and @ resolu- 
tion expressing their a 5 nee yea of the 
courage and devotion exhibited by the offi- 
cers and crew of the Trave. It was ordered 
that a copy of this resolution should be sent 
to the owners of the steamship.

Our Young Men Abroad. 

By the “ Missoula "’ Gazette, Montana, of 
last week we notice that Herbert R. Wood,

Fiat cultivation in drills gives a larger crop 
than broadcast sowing, or sowing in drills on 
ridges. Salt and nitrate of soda are the 
beat commercial fertilizers. When lamba 
are feeding on rape, oats do not seem to be 
of use in making them fatten faster, Rape 
in conjanetion with “ old meadow” pasture, 
is the bes’ fattening food for lambs, or for 
fattening cattle. An acre of rape will give 
sufficient pasture for 36 or 37 lamba for two 
months, The lowest gain of each of over 
600 lamba fed on rape was 7.8 pounds, or 
280 pounds per scre. At five cents per 
pound for the flesh, this would be $14 per 
acre per month, as the value of rape for pas- 
ture. Rape will yield good crops sown 
after wheat or rye has been taken off the 
ground, Milch cows cannot be pastured on 
rape, because of the turnip flavor given to 
the milk. Catile and sheep running in fair 
pasture can be allowed to run on rape at 
the same time, and will fatten rapidly need- 
ing no yrain whatever. On very frosty 
mornings they should keep off the rape. 
They require salt daily, or at will. Com. 
ing, as it does, when other pastares are dry 
and poor, rape is especially valuable until 
killed by hard frosts. 


Stacking Straw. 


Many fail to got full value out of the 
wheat and oat straw, simply because it is 
carelessly stacked and cannot be used to a 

ood advantage either as food or as bedding, 
cause it istoowet. It cut at a good stage 
and properly stacked after threshing, so 
that it will keep in a good condition, straw 
makes a good feed, and especially so if fed 
in connection with bran and clover hay. It 
makes ane of the beat materials that can be 
used for bedding if dry, but if wet it often 
does more harm than good. One of the most 
common mistakes made in stacking straw is 


¥ | that the foundation is made too large, and 


in consequence the stack is not properly 

j topped out. The use of the stacker has 
been the cause of putting the boys to stack- 
ing the straw and the men to getting the 
grain tothe machine; and while the boys 
may work well enough, and do the best 
they can, yet they are without proper ex- 
perience in stacking straw, and the conse- 
quence is to some extent a failure. 

Good straw, whether wheat or oats, is 
well worth the trouble of proper care and it 
is worth while to put a man on the 
straw stack and see that the work is done 
properly. 

here is always this advantage iv straw, 
What cannot be used to a advantage 
in feeding can be used ior’ headin . and in 
this way be converted into a good fertilizer, 
Stacking it up carelessly and allowing it to 
rot down is securing very little value for it, 
but if used as bedding 80 as to absorb the 
— voidings it makes a valuable tertilizer. 
Alone it contains but a small proportionate 
amount of plant food, but if properly used 
asan absorbent it makes one of the best 
that can be secured on the farm. 

Of course the best plan is to store under 
shelter, but this cannot always be done on 
the average farm, yet in many cases it will 
be a good plan to store away under shelter 
at least sufficient to use in wet, stormy

Daring the dull season the morchant lets 
down the bars of business, practically at- 
tempts to do nothing, looks blue, feels blue, 
allows his feelings to pervade his entire es- 
tablishment. He does not try to do busi- 
ness, because he thinks business cannot be 
done. Few customers come to the store, 
because he does not invite them to come. 

Trade is not like the catalogue of a public 
library or the bill of fare of a restaurant. If 
it were neither’ advertising nor salesmen 
would be in trade, . 

Ten times more goods would be sold dur- 
ing dull times if dealers made the usual bus 
season selling effort. ; 

Some merchants make effort when they 
do not need to, make no effort when effort 
is absolutely necessary. 

About twenty-five per cent. of buyers put 
off buying that which they need or want 
until the Jast day. While they may buy 
necessities and luxuries during asta sea- 
son more than dull season, itis obvious 
that a goodly proportion of buying is delay- 
ed for reasons which buyers do not know 
themselves, 

if the merchant push for trade during the 
so-called dull season, he will find coming to 
his store hundreds of the negligent buyers 
who have been waiting for him, or for some 
one, to supply the missing link in their 
memory, suggesting the necessity which 
a Br not before realize. 

© secret of good advertising whether it 
be in dull season or the flush, is to arrange 
it so that it may cover the requirements of 
the season, 


Experience well proves that the majority 
of sales, no matter what the business may 
be, are made one, two or three months 
atter the thought first entered the buyer's 
mind, 

The majority of men think before they 
bay ; all women think, or over-think, be- 
fore they purchase anything, save trifling 
necessities, 

The dall season opens for the merchant 
natural opportunity for starting in the 
minds of the coming purchaser the desire 
to buy the goods he has forsale, that he 
may now, or later on, sell such goods. 

The shrewd merchant, with of course 
limited exception, advertives extensively the 
and round, that he may reach the buyer 

ong before he buys, as well as to reach him 
when he is in the mood of buying. 

The experience of careful and consery- 
ative, yet progressive advertisers proves to 
them, and to every one, that continuous 
liberal advertising is as necessary to the 
proper maintenance of business as is any 
other department of business, 

The dull season is as important as the 
flush season. ; 

1t is in the dull seasons that the merchant 
prepares himself in every way, including 
advertisetnent, for the heavy selling seasons 
of the year. 

This principle is business axiom, reco

Upon laying thie Petition and By-Law before our Solicitors they unhesitat- 
ingly stated “that the Petition as presented did not give the Council power to pass 
the By-Law,” and they advised us to keep our store open as usual, and in case 
prosecution followed to fight the matter ont in the courts. Acting upon their 
advice, and with the expectation that we will have the moral support of all right 
hinking people, we will, during the Harvest Season, keep our store open till 
9 o'clock every week day except Saturday, when it will be kept open till 11 
o'clock. | 

_Ever since we started our retail business here, our would-be competitors 
haye used every means to injure us except fair ones, Blows haye been poured 
upon us, but they have all been below the belt. Many a stab has been given us, 
bat they have all been in the back. 


To the Farmers of Worth 


Commercial Travellers were threatened with a boycott if they called upon 
us or sold us goods. Wholesale Houses with whom we were dealing were, writ» 
ten to and asked to not supply us with goods. Our Opening Circular was sent 
to other wholesale houses, with the statement that we were selling goods below 


cost. Other houses were written to “that we were the great opposition hera, 
and that if they supplied us with goods that their travellers need not call upon 
them.” Orders were placed with the Crompton Corset Company which were 
only to be filled im case that they would agree to not furnish us with any of their 
make of goods, or that we would agree to adhere to the same long prices as the 
other merchant. , 


Slanders were industriously circulated to try and injure us financially, im 
fact all means were tried except that of a strong competition in prices. All the 


efforts so far put forth in this way are of a mild character, in fact a sort of milk 
and water affair. 


Would not the purchasing public appreciate their efforts much more if they 
would for a change make an extra effort to meet us in prices, and not let us con- 
tinue to have the walk over that we have been having all Summer.

Kindly bear in mind that we are going to bring down the prices ofall kinds 
of Fall and Winter goods in the same ratio that we did with Spring and Summer 
goods.

Eree Education tn England and Wales. 


The effect of the Free Education Act 
npon the schools of England and Wales has 
been unexpectedly gratifying. Out of a tota 
of 19,000 schools affected by the pct it is 
estimated that between 15,000 and 16,000 
are now absolutely free, and the attendance . 
has largely increased, especially among 

ounger children, Under the former system 
of requiring the payment of a weekly fee 
by each child, it often happened that on 
Monday the parents had not the requisite 

neo, and when a child was detained at 

ome on that day it stayed away all the 

week, There is now no more reaton for 
absence upon Monday than upon any 
other day, and attendance is much more 
regular, The great argument in favor of 
the payment ot fees wae the demoralizing 
effect of providing free schooling, but, cur- 
iously enough, some striking evidence in 
refutation of this argument has appeared 
from the returns of the Poat-office. This 
office took measures, in co-operation with 
the Department of Education, to enable: 
school-children to lay ry their treasures 
either in penny banks or by means of the 
stamp-deposit system. Taking a period of 
equal length, ore and after the pas- 
sage of the Free Education Act, it 
seems that prior to the act 230 new 
banks were started, while after it was 

ssed the number rose to 2,806. The num- 
ca of depositors rose from 151,500 to 610,- 
050, and a like increase took place in the 
number of those using the stamp-deposit 
Indeed, the extension of this 
system alone indicates the deposit of pence 
to the extent of £60,000 this year an 
amount equal to 5 per cent. of che total 
amount granted by the Government in liek 
of fees. At the same time it does not ap- 
pear that the abolition of fees has materi- 
ally injured the private schools, as we 
should call them, although they recsive 
some aid from the Government. Whatever 
may be thought of the policy of furnishing 
schooling free, it was evident from the be- 
ginning that the penny-a-week system of 
payment would not work, for the same rea- 
son that toll-gates have generally teen 
abolished. Theoretically thoee who use a 
road ought to pay for it, but making them - 
stop and pay whenever they use it becomes 
an unbearable vexation. Very much the 
same is trae of schools, the difficulty of col- 
lecting fees from children being a greater 
evilthan any imagined encouragemen’ of 
their parents in improvidence by transfer- 
ring the charge to the general revenue. 


Fighting the Cholera, 


The Russian Government is displaying 
much energy in its efforts to prevent the 
spread cf the Asiatic cholera, which has 
reached Russia from Persia, The Sanitary 
Commission, which is a Government instita- 
lion, is exercising its full authority, in 
co-operation with the provincial and muni- 
cipal functionaries of the region lying 
between the Caspian Sea and the Black. 
Agents have been sent out in all directions 
npon special duty, funds are supplied for 
the necessary service, a rigid quarantine is 
enforced at all points of danger, disinfect- 
ants are distributed wherever needed, travel 
and traffic have been suspended in some 
localities, and sanitary measures of various 
kinds are applied, as far as they can be ap- 
plied, upon short notice under difficult cir- 
cumstances. We do not remember that the 
Russian Government and its functionaries 
have ever before displayed as much energy 
in presence of the dreaded plague, or im

in adopting scientific means of preventin 
its ravages. Russia-has been far behind 
the countries of western Europe in the en- 
forcement of sanitary laws, and the news of 
the present action of the Czar’s Government 
is serious evidence of progress, It is of 
grave importance to mankind.

English Politics and Religion. 


The political campaign in England begins 
to have an agitating effect on the religious 
press over there. The London /ndependent, 
prescibing a daily reading of the Sermon on 
the Mount by English electors, goes on to 
say: ** We regret to be assured by unionist 
readers that their fellow-Congregationalists 
have shown a eae to boycott or ostra- 
cive them, We should be glad to attribute 
these impressions to an excess of sensative- 
ness. In any case we hope that, when any 
Congregational home ruler is tempted to in- 
dulge in wholesale vituperation of the 
unionists, he will at once recall the names 
of men like Dr. Dale and of the late Dr. 
Allon.” The Christian World replies thus 
to those who are endeavoring to 
divert the English non-comformists 
fiom their urpose of  supportin 
Mr. Gladstone by exciting their fears o 
Roman Catholic oppression of Ulster Prot- 
estants if home rule for Ireland be granted : 
“‘Non-conformists have learned that “ the 
wratb of man worketh not the righteousness 
of God.” And they have come to under- 
stand that the errors of Romaniem are 
rendered most harmless by freedom of 
opinion, freedom, of discuysion, and absolute 
equality of civil rights. 7 * +2 
We have frequently shown that no scheme 
of home rule ever yet suggested leaves the 
slightest loophole for the intrusion of priest- 
ly assumptions of secular power. And it 
can scarcely be too often reiterated that the 
Nationalist movement in Ireland is itself a 
testimony tothe capacity of the Irish to 
reject Romish dictation. Had they been 
amenable to Papal influence in national 
affairs they would long ago have thrown 
over Mr, Parnell and have patiently sub- 
mitted to the coercion act.”

— Rey. Aaron Cleveland, waa the 

rst pastor of the first Presbyterian church 
at Halifax. The rev. gentleman was invited 
to or ganize the church, and he left Massa 
chusetts for that purpose. On his arrival at 
Halitax the building was not ready; h- 
therefore preached “with great acceptance,’e 
80 the local chronicle saya, in the E iscopal’ 
church every Sunday afternoon. ‘The Gov- 
ernor was very friendly to Mr. Cleveland 
and his congregation; it is recorded that out 
of the spirit fund $1,000 was given for the 
furnishings of the Episcopal church and 
$500 to the furnishing of the Presbyterian 
church. After five years in Halifax Mr. 
Cleveland retired oe the differences of 
opinion between the Presbyterian proper 
and the Congregationalists who came from 
New England. There he joined the Epis- 
copal Church and was appointed by the So- 
ciety for the Propagation of the Gospel to 
a mission in Delaware. This is ibly not

Comparatively few people, 
save the unthinking, give their money for 
charitable purposes nowadays without tak- 
ing pains to see that the disbursements are 
well applied.

thinking about, and which we must answer 
with due care : . 
“Inaonse where religion is the same, 
_and edacation and social position are equal, 
do you think a man without money can ask 
a girl who has money to marry him, and at 
the same time retain his sel -reepect ? Do 
You think sucha marriage would turn out a 
happy one? I know society hae ordained 
that a man should be able to support a wife 
before he takes one, but when a man reaches : 
the age of 35, and haa been unfortanate in 
money matters, should be allow himself to 
drift into old age alone 1” 

The most important, nay, the esential 
inducement to marriage, ie the attraction of 
love and affection, Without auch ‘senti- 
ment the law of natural selection is vio- 
lated ; the instinct or impulse which brings 
about the mating that, as a ruleand in the 
long run, is most desirable for the race, ia| 
disregarded and profaned. Hence through- | 
out the world, and at all times:in the his- 
tory of the world, mankind has distinguish- 
ed this sentiment or passion above ail 
others, and has celebrated and idealized it 
as the ot emg of the influences affec- 
ting the individual and society. 1t is the 
one great theme of poetry ancient and mod- 
ern, and itenters into all literature both 
sacred and secular as a dominant element. 
The Church is figured as the bride of Christ, 
As the view of the marriage relation is high 
or low at different periods or in different 
countries or individuals, the conception of 
love varies from gross passion to the purest 
and most exalted and romantic sentiment; 
but always and everywhere it is recognized 
asthe only true motive for mating. The 
human race thus-obeys or rather is control- 
led by the law of its being and its destiny. 
It is propagated in nccordanes with natural 
selection. 

In society as it becomes more civilized 
and complex, the operation of this law is 
ditarbed to some degree by artificial in- 
fluences tending to restrain the natural in- 
stinct. Reason, prudence, ambition, and 
consideration of pecuniary interest may 
control its manifestation; Both men and 
women may marry under such influences 
rather than in strict obedience to the simple 
law. Yet, after all, even with them there 
is a selection which is natural according to 
their natures as modified and developed 
under their conditions, and which is not 
undesirable for the race. Those are quali- 
ties and attributes oftentimes worth preserv- 
ation. In the cases where they control, 
and in all cases, the instances of mating are 
few whore there 1s the positive repulsion 
which indicates a flagrant violation of the 
law. In France, for example, marriages are 
arranged by a fam:ly council ; but the ex- 
perience of all French society shows that 
they are not contracted in defiance of this 
universal instinct; for French wives and 
mothers are conspicuous for their fidelity 
and devotion, French novels written by men 
of coarse imaginations may describe them 
diflerently, but the description is false and 
fictitious, Neither French women, nor any 
other women who are not the victims of 
morbid perversion, are the monsters they 
predict. Never before was love alone, and 
love in its higher sense, so generally a con- 
trolling motive in marriage as it is now. It 
is hecoming more and more dominant even 
in polygamous countries, and its growing 
power is shown in the revolt of women 
against barbarous marriage traditions and 
usages ; for by the beneficent decree of na- 
ture, the law of selection first influences the 
woman. The choice rightfully rests with 
those who are to be the mothers of the race. 
Does the woman want the ran? That is the 
importantquestion. 

n the case of our correspondent, then, 
the proper course, and the only. course, is 
for him to find out whether the rich girl | 
wants to marry him. And how can he find 
that out except by asking her? What socie- 
ty orother people think about the matter is 
of no importance. What she thinks about 
itis the sole question, Is he the man she 
desires for her husband and the father of her 
children? In other words is she in love with 
him ? It is for her to determine whether she 
is satisfied with a man who has reached the 
age of thirty-five without getting a foothold 
in the world, It is not [the business of go- 
ciety. So far as.his letter indicates our 
friend's character, it is very doubtfal whether 
it would not be better for herself and socie- 
ty ifshe decided against him by answering no 
to the momentous question when he musters 
up the courage to hazard it. His repug- 
nance to wooing a girl simply from mercen 
ary motives purely, is creditable to him, 
undoubtedly ; but his timidity about under- 
taking to make love to her and asking her 
to marry him because of fear of society, sug 
gests woaknessa of character. Neither can 
we have much adm'rationfora fellow in love, 
as weassume our friend tobe, who 1s doubtful 
whether his marrage with the girl 
of his love would turn out hap- 
pily. If under the circumstances the girl is 
willing to become his wife, what more indis- 
patable proof of her responsive love could he 
want? Andif they both marry from love, why 
should not the marriage “ turn out a happy 
one 1” He seems to be « fellow so far lack- 
ing in self-confidence and capacity for self. 
initiative that we are not surprised that he! 
has been “‘ unfortunate in money matters.’ 
He is too much dependent on the opinion of 
others, too anxious tor approbation, and too 
fearful of criticism. Instead of apne 
before the ordinations of society, he shoul 
seck to find what are the ordinances of God 
and of nature as to this marriage ; and only 
by discovering the feeling of the girl can he 
learn what those are.

A committee of the London 
Council, as well ae a Royal © 
have eee for some time oon 
means of increasing the water ex 
is inadequate even for the pr 
tion. As any of the works 
not be constructed in leas 
aod as it would be absurd to a: 
supply only just sufficient to meet the 
wants of the city at the end of that period, 
it has been decided that the works should 
be on # scale commensurate with the 
able number of inbabitante fifty years 
hence. What is that number? To this in- 
teresting question several conjectural 
anawers are returned by the committee of 
the Council appointed to consider the 

uestion. It must be remembered that the 

istrict now controlled by the London 
County Council is leas extensive than the 
area whose inhabitantsare entirely depend- 
ent on the metropolitan water supply. The 
number of persons in thie latter area in five 
and three-quarters milliona, and it is their 
increase which must be estimated before the > 
quantity of water needed half a cent 
hence can be defined. The estimates will,’ 
of course, differ, according to the factora of 
growth assumed, If it be taken for grant- 
ed that the British ae will continue 
to grow at the rate exhibited between the 
censuses of 188] and 189], then in 1941 it 
will contain no fewer than 17,527,645 
human beings. If, on the other hand , we 
suppose that the recent rate of 
cannot be mp up, and that the metropolia 
hereafter will only expand by means of the 
natural increase of births over deaths, then 
the —— fifty years hence will be 10,. 
836,989, If, finally, all ratios of increase 
be disregarded, and we simply add for 
each decade the precise number of persons 
aided in the ten years preceding 1491, we 
should obtain 9,966,687 as the population of 
1941. After weighing all the considera. 
tions that might affect the calculation, the 
committee of the County Council determin- 
ed to accept 12,500,000 as the most reason- 
able estimate of the population of London 
fifty years hence, and they accordingly re- 
commended that the scale of the new works 
should be adjusted to this computation,

this estimate is too low, andin making it 
the committee are falling into an error

The latter body expressed the olavinien 
that the time was very remote when the 
peng of London would be 4,500,000, 

ret now, when only twenty-three years 
have passed, the metropolitan population 
dependent on the water sapply is nearly 
6,000,000, That is to say, the rate of in- 
crease since 1869 has been considerably 
greater than that previously exhibited, and 
the ‘‘ Spectator can see no reason why & 
corresponding increase in the rate of growth 
should not again disclose itself. Assuming, 
however, that the rate of growth will re- 
main precisely what it was between 188] 
and 1891, the inhabitants of the metropol- 
itan district would number,as we have seen, 
upward of seventeen anda half millions, 
This, which in the light of experience seems 
no extravagant estimate, suggests some 
striking comparisons. Contrasted with a 
city of such magnitude, all other urban 
conglomerations of which history bears 
record shrink into insignificance, By the 
side of the London of half a century hence 
the Babylon described by Herodotus and

De Quincey predicted, would take rank 
among the nations, No humble rank either, 
for the number of its inhabitants would 
equal the present population of Spain, and 
would be double that possessed by England 
and Wales at the beginning of this century.

* Tt is obvious that no city comparable in 
size with the London of the future can ever 
exist upon the Continent of Europe until 
there isa general disarmament of the nations 
and a universal acquiescence in a regime of 
peace. To such a huge urban ulation, 
maased under supremely artificial conditions 
the relative security afforded by England's 
insular situation is indispensable. Paris, 
Berlin, Vienna must incessantly contemplate 
the possibility uf invasion, and it is certain 
that no city containing seventeen millions 
of inhabitants could withstand a siege. The 
unprecedented magnitude which ‘on 
seems destined to attain is due to the fact 
that its rarnpart is the sea; and with every 
year it will become a matter of more vital 
moment to make certain that the British 
navy keeps the rampart safe.
